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The Critical Situation in India. 


roe 


SANE of the most thoughtful and sinely written contributions cn 
0 the problem of India, “which we have come across in recent 
times: is that by Tom Clarke, the Editor of the London "News- 
Chronicle,” appearing in Nash's magazine for July, 1931, We.com- 
mend it to those especially interested in India, and to those who 
are interested in the relationships between Last and West.. The 
problem is, more than people realise and are prepared to admit, a 
world problem, than simply a domestic problem concerning alone 
the British Empire. And, because it is a problem rivalling the 
fabled Gordian Knot for unravelling, there are great differences of 
opinion’ as to the method to pe employed in unravelling it. That 
is more to be welcomed than resented, for it ensures that out of 
the welter of conflicting opinions 1 way will be found to unravel 
the knot, to solve,so knotty a problem. " 

Out of this welter of conflicting opinions emerge two very 
denrly defined and antithetical schools of thought. The one is 
typified in Mr. Winston Churchill, who would “govern the blighters 
with a strong hand," and the other ty pitled in Lord Irwin, who not 
only is prepared patiently to ait down and pick at the knot until it 
is unravelled but in the unravalling process induce the Indian to 
take a hang. The one is impatient, intolorant und would invoke 
the aid of the sword, an obviously easy way. The other is the 
embodiment of patience and tolerance who knows that the final 
victory rests always with him, Which school of thought is going 
to prevail? The whole course of future history, perhaps the fate 
of the world, depends on the answer, 

Most of us are prone to believe 
come upon us suddenly like a thief in the night. ‘That is not so. 
“Tt has been coming for one hundred years, inevitable, irresistible 
and quite observable, We have fostered and encouraged its evolu: 
tion, The Inst Inp, as is always the cuse, has been speedy and 
dramatic, that’s all. The portents have been there for years for 
those with eyes to see”? So writes Mr. Tom Clarke very rightly. 
‘All the time Britain has been in the slow travail towards Democratic 
government, India through the generations has been in the slow 
travail of evolution to the present flaming up. and tha play of 
forees took a new turn when, in the Russo-Japnnese war, the East 
won handsomely. “Glittering beacons,” says Mr. Clarke, “were lit 
all the way from Bombay to Bangkok. The eyes of the Enst were 
lifted towards the horizon of equality. India, China, and others 
quickened their march. No one living in the East ot that time 
coulmiss the portent.” : * 

Stepping out of the Past into the immediate Present, Mr. 
Clarite reviews the real facts of the case. He starts with the his- 
toric Declaration of 1917, made by Mr. Montagu, in which the 
policy of His Majesty’s Government was clearly laid down ~— “the 
gradual development of self-governing institutions with a view to 
the progressive réalisation of responsible government in India as 
an integral part of the British Empire... . . progress i this policy 
jean only be achieved by successive stages.” The Simon Commission 
and its recommendations are passed in ‘review, also tho work of 
the Round Table Conference which met in London in the winter of 
1930, That Conference will be remembered for a great surprise and 
a grave disappointment. The surprise, which opened the way to 8 
united India. came from the Indiun Princes, who had been expecte 
to hold aloof from the iden of Federation, In agreeing to join an All- 

Indin Federation, as Mr. Clarke says, they wrote a ‘new and happy 
chapter in India’s history, and brought their country mengurably 
nearcr her ultimate goal’? The disappointment was the failure of 
the Hindus and Moslems to eettle their communal differences. 
When the Conference broke up in January last delegates returned 
to India to tackle that important communal problem. There may: be 
-another surprise sprung at the 1981 Conference soon to meet, but 
from a perusal of certain utterances In Indian newspapers it seems 
that a solution has not yet been reached. This ts very grently to be 
deplored. For, on that one point, the success or failure of the Con- 
ference turns. In this matter, it seems that the Mahatma has not 
been as tactful and as astute as his wont. He js anid to hove allen- 
ated the mass of Moslems ky secking to pass for Indian Moslem 
oninion the “packed” opinions of Moslem adherents of the Indian 
National Congress who are certainly 2 minority of the Immense 
community they repreaent in Congress. 
Such is tho immediate position. There are anxious days ahead. 
But the jizsaw puzzle is taking form, and it [a to be hoped that when’ 
the 1981 Conference rises the few though important, pieces missing 
today may be found, and found to fit into, place easily, British 
stutesmanship hag been confronted often by the most perplexing 
and the moat difleiit problems: Britizh statesmen have made few 
mintales in the past, and, becauan to-day thcev_realise thal yjera- 
tion must supersede Force in Indla, we ‘believe they wilffattain to

The quantity of oi) actually 
used up in lubricating an internal 
combustion engine varies greatly 
in engines of similar design and 
size when running under appar- 
ently similar conditions. Some 
engines appear to use practically | 
no oil, while others require fre- 
quent replenishment, ‘i 

Theoretically, provided there 
is no leakage from crankcase 
joints, valve chamber covers, or 
bearings, the quantily of lubri- 
cant should not dcerease in 
yolume, and changes of ofl and 
replenishment should only be 
necessary when inciplent decom. 
position occurs through exuda- 
tion and viscosity change takes 
place through fuel dilution. 

In practice, leakage at joints 
and bearings is very difficult ta 
prevent entirely for long, and 
very few engines show no eign 
of oil escape after being in ser-

The lubrication of the cylinder 
in a modern engine ie carried out 
in a very simple manner the oil 
being thrown off the crankshaft 
into the cylinder hores after hav- 
ing passed through the main and 
connecting ‘rod big end bearings. 
Once oil is in the sump the quan- 
tity of oil thrown {s not controll- 
ed in ary way, and — probably 
varies greatly in different en- 
vines of similar dealgn and size. 

A reduction in ofl consumption 
enn often be effected by fitting 
snecinl rings in the lowest groove 
of the viston, and drilling the pis- 
ton wall for the return of oil. This 
does not, however, get to the root 
of the matter. Cases have been 
Lnown where the manufacture of 
a particular type of engine has 
been discontinued, duc to failure 
to cure this defect at a reasonable 
cost. 


Many accidents happen at re- 
gular crossings. If pedestrians do 
not, or will not, pay attention to

People who have Just alfghted are 
sometimes bewlldered and do not 
know which way to go. Give them 
plenty of time to get their bear- 
ings before attempting to pass 
them. - 

Many drivers are careful on con- 
gested busincss streets, but care- 
less in residential and other dis- 
tricts where children oro numer- 
oun. 

In spite of the danger, many 
children make tho street thelr play- 
ground or In chasing each other 
or a ball they may suddenly dash 
into the street right in front of a 
moving vehicle. 

A driver should assume that 
every child on or near the street 
may dosh suddenly in front of hia 
car. You cnnnct tell by looking 
at a child what {t ts going to do. 
You should, therefore, drive slow- 
ly and have absolute control of 
your car.

Effect of New Radiator 
Styles. : 


A Motoring Correspondent writes 
in n Home piper:-— 

It has always been to me a rather 
surprising: thing that moro atten- 
tlon has not been given‘ to the 
streumlining of motor cara, I am, 
of counse, aware that at variots 
times new types of bodies have been 
brought out, which were hailed an 
the Inst—word Jn atrenmlining, but 
they have been regarded more oa 
freaks than anything else, and 
people did not take them as aerioun- 
ly as perhaps they ought to have 
done. 

Manufacturera have so far. given 
eviderlce of no very Hvely Interest 
In these novel bodica, and. there 
hans never been any suygaition of 
one or other of the designs being 
adopted as alandard fs any manu- 
facturer’s range. 

American designers haye in the 
past shawn os much reluctance to 
adopt an entirely new atyle, aa have 
British desivnaers. No doubt they 
have been [Influenced by the faet that 
a greot deal of money hns been 
epent in laying down. expensive 
plant for pressed steel bodies which 
docs not readily lend iaself to 
changes, 


I have heard it anid that many 
car owners do not jike to uoo radia- 
tors of a new pattern adopted, ng 
lt “dates” twelr curs, “They urge 
that every one who tukea an inter- 
edt in these muttors enn teli at ones 
that they ure driving a pre-1931 
Morris, or Standard, or Rover, or 
whatever make it is that has come 
out with somethin now, 

Personally I do not attach a great 
dsal of importance to this argu- 
ment, for the simple reason that if 
it were to be gencrally accepted It 
would tend to n gative all progresa 
in body design nnd style. The 
latest bodies have sweeping strenm- 
Inca from front to rear, nnd- If the 
radiator ia out of keeping: with 
thin atyle: then the whole effect is 
lost, 

{ have never been’ greatly oxcitgd 
aver the very deep radintor with a 
thin wtrip of chromium-plating down 
the centre which beeame very com- 
mon last year. It may be alt very 
wall for trucka and burea, but I 
very much doubt whether {t im- 
proves the appearance of the car. 
Nor am I greatly struck with the 
idea’ of concealing the real radin- 
tor which is often of “nny “ott 
shape” behind a luyer of wire net- 
ting—it is really not much more— 
shaped so as to look ay if a very 
atylish pattern of radiator had been 
adopted. If it is desired to fit a 
stone guard, why not fit a real one?

Naturally one of the frst features 
of the external appearance of the 
car to receive attention from thoss 
who favour greater streamlining is 
the radiator, Reo, Cord, and 
Chryster adopted an entirciy new 
style of radiator last yoar which 
gave the appearance {if not the full 
effect of streamlining. Tholr idea 
has beon extensively copied, and it 
la certain that. moat of tho 1932 
Amoriean cars will follow thelr 
example, 
What British manufacturers aro 
golng to do for the 1931-32 season 
has not yet been revealed, but it is 
fairly cortain that far moro atten- 
tion wil be givon to this important 
queation of stroamlining. . 
Regarding radiator styles, it ia 
likely that we shall seo numerous 
changes.. Firma like Morris and 
Standard aro said to be contemplat~

Future of Free-Wheeling ;

A motorist who has-been a car

newspaper by a correspondent who 
had suddenly besome alive to the 
fact that there was sucha thing

Asa result of the publicity given 
to the subject during the past week 
or two there arc no doubt many 
other motoriats who aro algo won- 
dering whether free-wheeling iy to 
be a feature of all cara in the near 
Tulure or whether it is only a pags- 
ing phase in the evolutfon of tho 
motor car. 

At the moment it [a somewhat 
ditneult to expresn any definite opin: 
jon as to whether the device has 
come to stay, but opinion fs ateadily 
growing that changes in tranamis- 
sion are overdue, and that if froe- 
wheellng is not the ultimate solu- 
tlon, something, on yory simtlar 
lines will eventually bo adopted on 
all ‘cara, .

ROAD TRAFFIC ACT. 


Fewer Accidents. 


In the House. of Commons Mr, H. 
Morrison (Minister of Tranaport) 
suid that the return of the Motro- 
politan Police of accidents in tho 
first quarter of the year, which had 
just been Issued, showed that there 
had been 2 10 per cent. reduction 
In the number of fatal and non-fatal 
accidents.

The public in general is disclon- 
ing an Increased Intercat In the 
sleeve-valye type of engine such as

Don't forget that you owe 
n mensure of consideration 
nnd all ressonable courtesy to 
alk other rend users.
